to be given, And if two articles of the 
ſame virtues (cathartics, for example) 
are employed, it ſcarce need be men- 
tioned, that the doſe of each muſt be 
proportionably leſs.

In the Hydrocephalus internus, a ſalivation ex- 
cited by mercury has of late been recom-

While the pulſe is high, and inflammatory ſymp-

But care muſt be taken not to 
bring the patient too low, elſe he will want 
ſtrength to carry him through the diſeaſe, 
Gentle opiates may be ordered at night occa- 
ſionally in caſe of reſtleſſneſs. If the pulſe 
finks, he ſhould be ſupported with proper 
cordials. Coſtiveneſs ſhould be avoided, and 
even a purging ſhould be checked with cau- 
tion, being generally either crit ical, or at 
J leaſt 
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leaſt ſalutary. The preſent and paſt ſymp- 
toms compared, will beſt direct the treatment 
in fevers. Diluting acidulated liquids are 
proper; the food may be panada, gruels, 
puddings, and chicken broth, with bread, 
but no fleſh. Food or liquids particularly 
longed for ſhould be given. Care ſhould be 
taken to avoid too great heat and impure air.

SYMPTOMS. Shivering, heat, lowneſs of ſpirits, 
oppreſſion about the præcordia, ſighing.

Uſually comes on ſuddenly, with debility, low- 
neſs of ſpirits, chillineſs, and other febrile 

ſymptoms ; the hands tremble ; countenance 

pale or yellowiſh ; ſkin dry, breathing diffi- 
cult, and pulſe ſmall and quick ; great nauſea 


ſucceeds. Vomiting of bile, and ſometimes diſ- 
charge 
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charge of it by ſtool; tongue becomes foul, 
delirium follows, moiſture on the face, and 
at length on the other parts, when the remi/- 
fron follows. As the diſorder increaſes the 
remiſſions are leſs, and at length ſcarcely per- 
ceptible ; the mouth, teeth, and lips, covered 
with a black cruſt ; tongue very dry and ſtiff, 
ſo that the patient's voice can hardly be 
heard. WE: 
TREATMENT, Bleed not but with great pre- 
caution ; an emetic 15 ſometimes proper ; the 
body ſhould be opened if neceſſary ; then give 
ſaline febrifuges, to bring on regular inter- 
miſſions; this done, preſcribe the bark copi- 
ouſly, as directed for the ague.

In women, are ſimilar to the hypochondriacs in 


men, but uſually more violent, and attended 
with convulſive fits; which uſually come on 
with oppreſſion at the breaſt, difficult breath- 
ing, a ſenſe of ſomething riſing in the throat, 
which ſeems to threaten ſuffocation; convul- 
ſive motions; frothing at the mouth; laughing, 
and ſometimes crying. May be known from 
a mere ſyncope by the pulſe and breathing 
continuing, whereas in a ſyncope they are not 
perceptible; it alſo comes on gradually, but 
a ſyncope more ſuddenly; in that, the fit is 
of ſhort continuance, in this, uſually much 
longer; with a colour in the face, which is 
not the caſe in a ſyncope. 

I TREATMENT of the diſorder itſelf, as in the hy- 
pochondriaca. In the fit volatile fœtids, ſinged 
feathers, &c. may be applied to the noſtrils;

Previous to the inoculation, a mercurial purge 
or two may be adminiſtered, if the patient is 
of a full or groſs habit; and he ſhould alſo 
be reſtrained to a milk and farinaceous or vegeta- 
able diet, avoiding eſpecially high ſeaſoned 
food.

| night into the thighs. In ſhort, the whole 

dependence muſt be on mercury for deſtroying 
the virulency, other remedies being only had 
recourle to occaſionally, according to the ſymp- 
toms that ariſe, Thus, inflammatory ſymp- 
toms are to be removed by bleeding, purging, 
or other proper medicines ; ulcers, abſceſſes,
